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PREFACE. 


It  is  popularly  8up|M>8ed  that  the  first  branch  of  legal  knowledge  ac- 
quired by  members  of  the  profession  is  the  art  of  drawing  Bills  of  Oorts. 
In  reality,  but  few  practitioners  ever  acquire  the  art  of  preparing  even  a 
"default"  Bill,  which,  on  taxation,  doas  not  require  either  pruning  or 
grafting.  The  necessity  for  these  processes  oannat  be  entirely  due  to  the 
idiosyncraoiei  of  the  officer  taxing.  It  is,  no  doubt,  partly  due  to  the  diffi- 
culty experienced  by  those  who  are  not  very  familiar  with  the  Tariff  of 
Fees  in  ro«dily  finding  the  proper  charges  to  be  made  for  the  various  ser- 
vices performed.  It  is  hoped  that  the  alphabetical  arrangement  of  Tariff 
"A"  will  be  of  some  assistance  in  overcoming  this  difficulty,  and  that  the 
Precelents  of  Bills  of  the  costs  of  prooaedinjs  most  frequently  taken  will 
be  found  useful  to  the  practitioner  as  guides  or  fram3works  in  preparing  his 
Bills  for  Taxation. 

It  is  not  anticipated  that  the  Consolidation  of  the  Rules  will  necessitate 
any  changes  ia  this  volume,  but  should  any  changes  be  necessary,  an  ap- 
pendix will  be  issued  and  supplied  to  subscribers.

PAET   III. 


PRACTICAL  DIRECTIONS   REGARDING   COHTS    AND  THE    PREPA 
RATION  OF  BILLS  FOR  TAXATION. 


A  Solicitor  ought  to  be  appointed  in  writing,  and  ought  to  obtain  a  written 
authority  from  his  client  before  he  commences  a  suit.  If  ciroumatances  are 
urgent  and  he  In  obliged  to  commence  proceedings  without  nuoh  authoriiy,  he 
shoulci  obtain  it  as  soon  afterwards  as  he  can.  An  authority  may,  however,  be 
implied  where  the  client  acquiesces  in  and  adopts  the  proceedings  ;  but  if  the 
solicitor's  authority  is  disputed,  it  is  for  him  to  prove  it,  and  if  he  has  no  written 
authority  and  there  is  nothing  but  assertion  against  assertion,  the  Court  will 
treat  him  as  unauthorized,  and  he  must  abide  the  conse(iuencus  of  his  neglect. 
(Allen  V.  Bone,  4  Boaven  493.) 

Daily  racords  of  actual  work  done  in  the  suit  should  be  kept,  and  particulars 
of  all  special  attendances  and  letters  entered  under  their  dates.  Attention  to 
these  details  will  not  only  greatly  facilitate  the  preparation  of  bills  of  cost,  but 
will  save  trouble  and  loss  to  the  solicitor. 

In  settling  a  Judgment  or  Order  for  costs  see  that  it  provides  for  all  costs  in- 
tended to  be  allowed,  and  if  it  is  a  final  disposition  of  an  action  that  it  disposes 
of  all  coats  that  have  previously  been  reserved. 

In  preparing  the  Bill  of  Costs  for  taxation,  the  principle  or  mode  of  taxation 
directed  by  the  Judgment,  Order  or  other  authority,  should  be  kept  in  view. 
There  are  three  modes  of  taxation  ; — The  first  is  strictly  and  simply  as  between 
party  and  party  ;  the  second  is  between  party  and  party,  but  when  the  costs 
are  taxed  an  between  solicitor  and  client,  that  is,  when  the  opposite  party  has 
to  pay  the  amount  allowed  to  the  successful  party  ;  and  the  third  is  between 
solicitor  and  client,  when  the  client  has  to  pay  his  solicitor. 

The  costs  chargeable  under  a  taxation  as  between  party  and  party  are  all 
that  are  necessary  to  enable  the  adverse  party  to  conduct  the  litigation  and  no 
more.  Any  charges  merely  for  conducting  litigation  more  conveniently  may  be 
callod  luxuries  and  must  be  paid  by  the  party  conducting  thorn.  (Smith  v. 
'  or,  19  Eq.  473.)  This  mode  of  taxation  applies  to  all  actions  and  matters 
're  no  particular  mode  of  taxation   is  directed  or  ordered  by  the  Court  or 

Where  costs  are  ordered  to  be  paid  to  an  opposite  party  to  be  taxed  as 
between  solicitor  and  client  a  more  liberal  allowance  is  made  than  on  a  strictly 
party  and  party  taxation.  Where  costs  have  to  be  paid  by  the  opposite  party 
and  not  by  the  client  there  is  no  difi'erence  between  ' '  costs  as  between  solicitor 
and  client"  1  "  costs  between  solicitor  and  client ;"  both  mean  costs  between 
party  and  p!*  ,  to  be  taxed  as  between  solicitor  and  client,  and  are  such  costs  as 
a  solicitor  ax  against  a  resisting  client  under  the  general  retainer  only  to 

prosecute  >fend  the  action.     (Cousineau  v.  City  of  London  Fire  Ins.  Co.,  12 

P.R.  512.) 
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In  taxations  between  the  solicitor  and  his  client,  thb  third  mode  of  taxation^ 
the  Taxing  Officer  allows  all  such  fees,  charges  and  disbursements  which  the 
solicitor,  by  reason  of  his  employment  as  such,  has  been  put  to  and  is  entitled 
to  make,  disallowing  prohibited,  extravagant,  unusual  and  unreasonable  items, 
unless  the  client  has  desired  that  they  should  be  incurred,  and  has  been  specifi- 
cally informed  by  the  solicitor  that  they  will  not  be  allowed  on  taxation  between 
himself  and  the  othor  party  to  the  suit. 

In  preparing  a  Bill  of  Costs  for  taxation,  care  should  be  taken  to  insert  the 
date  of  the  various  proceedings.  The  bill  having  b&en  prepared,  the  different 
columns  added,  and  a  copy  of  the  Judgment,  Order  or  other  authority  for  taxation 
attached,  and  the  proper  stamps  affixed,  application  should  be  made  to  the 
Taxing  Officer  for  an  appointment  for  taxation.  If  no  notice  of  taxation  is  re- 
quired to  be  served,  the  Taxing  Officer  proceeds  with  the  taxation  as  soon  as 
possible.  If  notice  is  necessary,  the  Taxing  Officer  issues  an  appointment  for 
not  earlier  than  the  following  day  for  the  taxation  of  the  E.ll  produced  and  any 
other  Bills  to  which  any  of  the  other  parties  to  the  action  or  matter  may  be  en- 
titled. Copies  of  the  appointment  should  be  served  as  soon  as  possible  along 
with  copies  of  the  Bill  and  of  the  Affidavit  of  Increase  (if  any)  upon  all  parties 
entitled  to  notice.  In  taxations  between  Solicitor  and  Client,  the  Taxing  Officer 
by  underwriting  in  his  appointment  directs  the  client  to  file  and  serve  his  ob- 
jections (if  any)  to  the  bill  some  days  before  the  appointment  is  returnable.  In 
Toronto  the  application  for  an  appointment  should  be  made  to  Mr.  Tliom  in 
actions  and  matters  which  formerly  came  within  the  equitable  jurisdiction  of  the 
Court,  and  to  Mr.  McAndrew  in  actions  which  formerly  belonged  to  the 
Common  Law  Courts.
